Of Worsted Yarns Here 


Edwin Hey. superin te nde nt of WI I-! 
Ham IL Grundy Co.. Inc., gave an in­ 
teresting talk last evening to members 
of Hie Bristol Exchange Club, on the! 
manufactu re of worsted yarns. 
Sta rti ng at the first process, that of 
scouring the greasy wool, he followed 
lite 
succeeding 
processes 
carding.! 
combing, drawing, spinning, twisting 
finishing 
through 
to 
the 
finished 
product. 
He illustrated the machines 
that were used by exhibiting pic tu re s.J 
thus adding greatly to the* presentation 
of the subject to his audience. 
Mr. Hey explained the necessity of 
care in scouring of the wool 
A fibre 
of wool is surro unded I y fine teeth 
called in 'he trade ‘serrations', 
ft is 
tin* interlocking of tiles,* teeth cr sci* 
rations that causes the fibres to cling 
together and thus perm its the m a n u ­ 
facture of yarn. 
Should these s e r r a ­ 
tions 
be destroyed 
in 
the 
scouring 
process, the yarn would be rotten and 
Useless. 
“ Following the scouring process, the 
wool enters a dryer and comes out at 
the opposite end. dry. It is then pa ss­ 
ed on to th. card room 
T he carding 
machines arc long and ta ke up c o n ­ 
siderable space 
I hey contain a large 
num ber of cylinders, both large and 
small, covered with cloth, that lesem 
hies the hand cards used today by 
many old ladies who still find pleasure 
in the old-time practice ot 
carding 
wool. 
"Plie object of carding is 
to 
straig hten out the fibres and produce 
them in a loug sliver.” 
The s p e a k e r then explained tin use 
of gill boxes, and dealt at length upon 
tho combing of the wool. T he picture 
which he exhibited showed a comb to 
be a round machine, filled with balls 
of carded 
wool.

combing, all the short fibres are ex­ 
tracted, and sold as a bi-product call­

From the combing room the combed 
tops pass to Hic dra w ing room where 
rovings an* produced. Sonic eighteen
